Railroad Accidents of a Year. 


According to the report of the inter- 


Jtate commerce commission for the 
year ended June 30, 1902, just made 
public, no less than 2,819 persons lost 
their lives while riding as passengers 
or working as employees on the rail- 
road trsiins of the United States. Be- 
sides this list of killed, there were 30,- 
800 who were more or less seriously 
injured. Of this number 303 passen- 
gers were killed and 6,080 passengers 
were ii:jnred. By all odds the largest 
number of deaths of passengers was 
caused by collisions—1DO—while de- 
railments were responsible for thirty- 
seven. There were seven passengers 
killed by coming in contact with struc- 
tures over or at the side of tracks, 
ninety-nine by falling from cars or en- 
gines or while getting on or off cars or 
engines, and thirty were killed by mis- 
cellaneous causes. 
This brings the 


»yUi- , total number of passengers killed up 
with j to 303, while G,OS9 were injured, and 


more than a third of these injuries 


caused by collisions.

At the trial 
the prisoner made r.o dcfi-nse beyond 
declaring his innocence. To the care- 
loss observer he seemed so •weighted 
down with his guilt that IIP could not 
r.rcuse himself. The trial was little 
better than a formality, and two or 
three days Inter Barlow arrived at the 
prison. 


lie was cairn and quiet, and it was a 


couple of weeks before he Avoke up, as 
it were. As in the case of all other life 
prisoners, he was put in solitary con- 
linenient for the first mouth. The time 
had only half expired -when he began 
•weeping, crying and shouting, and 
when the deputy came to him he 
•wailed out: 


"Set me free: Let me out of this! 1 


rim here for murdering Clara, but God 
Unows that I am an innocent man!" 


His tears and ravings were taken as 


the result of a guilty conscience. There 
•was no pity for him, but because lie 
continued to wail he was taken from 
the "solitar;.'" and put to work. It was 
little \vork they could get out of him. 
His fits of weeping prevented that. He- 
was lectured by the deputy and th<- 
warden, but it seemed as if he could 
rot restrain himself. 


It is a rare thing to find one prisoner 


pitying another or believing that a fel- 
low convict has been unjustly con- 
demned. Barlow had not been in pris- 
on six weeks before he WPS an object of 
ridicule and contempt among the pris- 
oners, aud he was stcruly >to!d by the 
authorities that if he didn't brace up he 
would be punished. The mau did his 
best, as everybody came to believe, but 
it was no use. He tried suicide three

He refused nil 


food, had to be sent to the hospital, and 
for weeks he lay in the shadow of 
death with brain fever. 


He was a wreck when he got over his 


illness, and he had been in prison quite 
a year lie fore he went to work in the 
tailor shop. The change in him when 
he gor about was just what had been 
looked for. He became silent, morose 
and dangerous. 
While he obeyed iho 


rules to the letter lie felt that he was 
unjustly accused and unjustly sen- 
tenced and there would come a day 
whon he would turn loose o;i a guard 
or u follow convict and commit murdor. 


Among the 05U convicts In the prison 


were some desperate men— men who 
were marked "13. D." (extra desperate) 
on the records. They were men who 
had been convicted of manslaughter, 
burglary and deadly assault and were 
always plotting and hcheming. 
Any 


one of the gang would have knifed or 
brained a guard to make an opening for 
escape. 


When Barlow was entering upon his 


second year, It w«s noised through the 
prison that the governor would pay a 
visit to look into three or four cast's 
where pardons had been asked for. 
When he arrived, he was attended only 
liy his secretary, anil he insisted upon 
passing about alone and talking freely 
.with the prisoners. There was talk of 
mismanagement, and the goMTiior wa.s 
fnir enough to want to hear both s!d(\s 
Of the case. 


It so happened that four of tho "IC. 


D." men were working In the yard I hat 
dny, moving a big boiler. K;u-h of the 
four had applied for a pardon nud boon 
refused, and each h;i<l HWOW revenge. 
They had plot ted to get up it scene in 
the yard during the governor's visit. 
By throwing down their tools and re- 
fusing \n work and by calling upon 
Other convicts to .join them (hoy wonlil

In the tailor shop whore Barlow was' 


'.t work ihm- was only one guard over j. 
the thirty-five men. The ft-llyw lost his 
hf-nd tit once, and the first n:ai> 10 
icnch him was Barlow. Thv- revolver 
«'::s wrenched from his band, aud lie 
was flung aside as the thirty-five 
rushed into the yard. None of them 
had as yet espied ihe governor, but 
when 'it became known that he had 
been captured Barlow dived straight 
for the spot where he was being held, j 
Then, crowding the governor back, he 
stood in front of him and leveled his 
weapon at the cheering, cursing, excit- 
ed mob and warned them that it would 
be death to them to come nearer. 
j 


For 
fifteen 
minutes pandemonium I 


reigned in that yard- The mo!) surged j 
fiviri side to side of the yard, sacking 
the building, destroying machinery and 
defying the guards. The shoe shop was 
set on fire, and above all the confusion j 
the notes of the alarm bell were heard 
summoning help from the town. 


In'time most of the prisoners were 


marched to their cells and locked up, 
but a score or more continued defiant 
and were not overcome for an hotir, and 
then only after three of them had been 
siiot. 
During all this time one man j 


stood between the governor and death 
—the convict Barlow. 
The "dcsper- J 


ates" begged, 
coaxed, 
cursed 
and j 


threatened. They menaced him with 
missiles, they sorely wounded him 
again and again, but they dared not lay 
hr.uds on him, dared not cross the line 
he had drawn. AVheu all was over, lie 
sat down and wept. 
The governor 


went forth without a scratch ou h:s 
person. 


Everybody said here was a case for 


instant pardon, and yet— 
IT was a 


heroic thing on the part of Barlow, 
but he had been sentenced for life for a 
cold blooded murder. Nor did he ask 
fcr a-pardon. What he did ask was I 
that his innocence might be proved. | 
He Lad gone over the whole case in his j 
mind a hundred times, and uow he was ! 
able to throw some light on certain 
dark spots. The governor had uo doubt 
of his guilt, and yet he employed men 
r.t his own expense to go over the 
ground- 


But by a mere accident after all Bar 


bw was cleared. In another state aud 
hundreds of miles away a horse thief 
was mortally injured by a fall from the 
horse he had stolen. Before dying that j 
aian, who had not heard of the Trial and 
conviction of Barlow, confessed, among 
other things, that he had entered the 
house where Mrs. Barlow was stopping 
to secure plunder. He was in the ro:m 
when she woke up and cried out, and 
he hit her on the head with an iron 
bolt. 
He had no idea that he had 


caused h2r death, ;:s he had not sm:cl: 
to kill. Barlow had been there in the j 
evening to get word with her aud make | 
up their quarrel, but she refused to I 
speak. When arrested, he was simply ! 
going to a distant point, far from the ' 
scene of his domestic troubles. 


If his guilt had seemed clear when 


tried before, his iunocer.cc seemed uo 
less clear when he faced a jury the sec- 
ond time. Leaving out his action dur- 
ing the mutiny and takirig the case on i 
Ks legal merits, he was honorably ac-1 
quitted and restored To society without 
a stain on his name, aud the Hrst man ' 
tj grasp his .hand after the verdict was ! 
the governor of the state. 
'

The life of the lijrhtkeeper is at best 


a lonely oue, but when the beacon is 
built on ledges and rocky it-lands far 
from hind the post becomes oat- of peril 
as well as isolation. 


During the late fall and winter the 


gales become almost incessant, and fre- 
quently there may be a month or more 
when the sea is so rough that supply 
ships dare not approach the wave bat- 
tered rocks on which many of the 
lighthouses perch. 
Then the keepers 


are as besieged men. They must save 
every drop of oil that their lights may 
be kept burning even should a new 
supply fail to arrive when due. They 
must watch their machinery every 
minute, for no' help could reach them 
to repair it should it break down. 


The famous Minot's Ledge light, off 


•Boston harbor, for instance, stands 
eighty-five feet high from the level of 
the sea. The reef on which it is set is 
far below the surface in any except 
low tides even in ordinary weather. 
When the ocean roars around it in a 
winter storm, the mariner, looking at 
it from the sea, often can discern only 
its lantern above the spray. Thg. en- 
trance to this lighthouse is half way 
up the tower, aud an iron ladder reach- 
es from it to sea level. In the winter 
there are days after days and some- 
times weeks when no man could ven- 
ture into that doorway. He would be 
carried away by the rollers that break 
against the base aud sweep the little 
balcony. 


But it is in the lightship that the 


brave light keeper is subjected to the 
greatest hardships and peril. Anchored

far out at sea to mark some dangerous 
lock or shoal, they are battered aud 
tossed by furious storms. 


While every year sees more or less 


damage to lighthouses and beacons, 
there is only one spot along the coast 
that has defied the lighthouse builders 
successfully, and that is Diamond 
shoals, oil Cape Hatteras, the most 
dangerous place in the service. 


Several attempts have been made to 


build a lighthouse on the shoals, but so 
far unsuccessfully. So this year, as in 
previous years, a lightship will mark 
this clanger spot, dreaded by every 
mariner who sails the southern coast. 


As showing the clangers of this sta- 


tion the department's directions for 
this year are conclusive: "Light vessels 
No. 71 and 72 will be used on this station 
alternately." 
Each of these ships is 


fitted so that she can move under her 
own steam, so she will not be an abso- 
lutely helpless hulk when she breaks 
away from her mooring in a howling 
gale, as she will more than once in this 
coming winter. 


Lightship Xo. C9, also built to go un- 


der her own bteani, was driven from 
her 
anchorage six 
times in 
four 


months, but managed to steam back to 
her position each time. The seventh 
time she failed. She fought against the 
hurricane for three days and then went 
up on the Xorth Carolina beach near 
the Creeds Hill life station. The life 
savers got her crew off. 


The value of tho Diamond Shoals 


lightships is shown by tho fact that 
during this vessel's last year on her 
Ktatlon 2,570 steam vesf-cls and 2,570 
sailing vessels passed her. 


The United States lightship that has 


had what is probably tho most extraor- 
dinary experience is Columbia river 
light vessel No. fiO. Her station is off 
tho Columbia river, eight miles off 
whore, in tho Pacific. One November 
day a galo began to blow from the sea 
Tiio chains biiappi'd, and she moved 
loward the breakers. Sail waa made, 
and hho was worked twenly-fivo miles 
to sea. The next day two tenders 
steamed out to tow her in. Holh failed. 
By dusk she wan In the breaker.1*. She 
WIH hoadod for the beach and struck. 
Her *«-f»\v was taken off In the breeches 
buoy

If congress fallows the lead of Secre- 


tary 'Moody and indorses the recom- 
mendation of Surgwn (.ifiuT.il Rixey, 
the United States navy will soon have 
a corps of woim-n nurses regularly en- 
listed in the hospital service, with suit- 
able uniforms and adequate pay. 


The nurse corps of the unuy has al- 


ready proved a great success, and 
there seems no apparent reaso-i why 
Uucle Sam's sailors should not ;ilso 
have the benefit of f-xp'-rt nursing. 
There is no notion of putting female 
nurses on board warships, fr^^i \vhich

women are rigidly excluded by the reg- 
ulations of the service. The plan is to 
employ them merely in shore hospitals. 


There are about a hundred trained 


nurses in the army corps. The navy 
will have fifty to begin with, it is 
thought, that number being sufficient 
to provide a few for each of the shore 
hospitals. They will be recruited as 
the war department recruits its nurse 
corps, by subjecting applicants to a 
rigid ordeal of culmination r.ot only as 
to their knowledge of the business, but 
also in regard to their fitness physical- 
ly and otherwise for the work re- 
quired of them. Their pay. $100 a 
month, will be sufficiently high to at- 
tract many times as many candidates 
as can be employed. 


The fifty nurses or thereabouts re- 


cruited for the navy will be, every one 
cf them, first class experts. They will 
be graduates of institutions, of which 
there are quite a number in this coun- 
try, which require several years of 
tiaining in hospital and otber work as 
a preliminary to the granting of: a di- 
ploma. 
Most of them will know 


enough about medicine to prescribe for 
patients in emergencies and if need be 
to diignose, a much more difficult 
branch of the doctor's business. 


The employment of women nurses in 


military establishments is a new de- 
parture that is likely to be watched 
with interest by foreign powers. This 
country was the first to organize a fe- 
male nurse corps as an adjunct to its 
military service. In England, however, 
women nurses are employed to teach 
the art of nursing to men in both army 
and navy hospitals, a noteworthy rec- 
ognition of their superiority in work of 
this kind.

THE COUNTRY NOT ALARMED. 


The spectacle of Wall street yes- 
erday in the grip of "bear" raiders 
vho supported their attack by a flood 
>f false rumors -was in wide contrast 
o the calmness in the banks, the 
stores, the workshops and on the farm, 
n all the lines of legitimate trade and 
finance there is the utmost good hu- 
mor and prosperity, the only draw- 
back being that the railroads have 
more freight than they can carry, and 
the jobbers and manufacturers more 
orders than they can fill. Everything 
rom the farm and the mine is salable 
at high prices. Peace and plenty are 
verywhere; enormous crops are to 
be sold and moved later on, and the 
creation of what political economists 
term actual wealth is visible on every 
hand. 


Wall street, on the contrary, has 


made one of its usual "about faces." 
A. couple of months ago there was 
nothing but "bullishness" expressed as 
to the stock market, but yesterday 
.here was a fierce "bear" raid for the 
benefit of the "Iambs" who had been 
previously allured to those apparently 
tempting pastures. The action shows 
that "bear" markets are manipulated 
as well as "bull" ones. The beginning 
was signalized by the circulation of 
false reports, "which are still charac- 
terising the campaign. A notable in- 
stance some weeks ago was the put- 
ting out of a report that the Control- 
ler of the Currency had overruled the 
Secretary of the Treasury in his direc- 
tions of measures to relieve the tight 
money market. This story was so as- 
siduously urged that it knocked off 
the market several points, although im- 
mediately denied. Last week there 
were yarns of gold exports ordered be- 
"aase of the exhaustion of our cred- 
it abroad, and yet at that time ar- 
rangements had been made for the 
settlement of ?50,000,(tOO of indebted- 
ness abroad. Saturday there was an 
industriously calculated statement of 
the failure} of a big trust company in 
the financing of the "ship combine," 
although every detail of the payment 
had been provided for. Yesterday Mr 
Morgan .was said to be very ill in order 
to justify an attack on the Morgan 
stocks.

PEAT IS CHEAP. 


And The Canadians Are Finding It An 


Excellent Fuel. 


While in Portsmouth and in other 


places in> New England there has been 
talk of using the peat which is found 
in considerable quantities in 
many 


places, and while in a few instances 
a considerable amount cf peat has 
been dug and dried, there has not heen 
in this part of tue country any con- 
siderable use of this form cf fuel dur- 
ing the coal famine. .It has remained 
Cor Canadians to take up the peat 
idea and put it on the market at a 
low price and in convenient form. 


Consul General Gunsalus, in a re- 


port to the state department at Wash- 
ington from Toronto, Ont., has this 
to say concerning the marketing of 
peat briquettes at $1.50 per ton. 


"Recognizing that a good and cheap 


substitute for anthracite coal would 
prove a great boon to the people of 
many states of the Union, and having 
learned that the efforts in Canada 
10 produce dense fuel blocks from 
peat have within the last few months 
been brought to a successful issue, 
I have made careful inquiry, with a 
view to reporting whatever has been 
definitely accomplished, and I teel that 
practical experiments, which have 
been perseveringly continued for some 
years, have now resulted in the eco- 
nomical production of a salable peat 
fuel, highly satisfactory for domes- 
tic purposes. 


"Manufacturing operations on a 


commercial scale have been reported 
upon by engineers of high standing, 
and all agree in. the opinion that 
methods and appliances are now avail- 
able whereby peat briquettes may be 
pt educed, ready for shipment, for a 
maximum, maaufacturing cost of $1 50 
per ton, and probably for consider- 
ably less in plants of 1~ 
nacity.

The discussion of various important 


questions then began. Horace White 
was called upon to deliver an address 


Assets, Currency, which was fol- 


owed with great interest. 


Mr. 
White 
said 
in 
part: 


"Let me explain what we aiean by 


assets currency. This is a phrase pe- 
niliar to cur own country. Properly 
ipeaking, all bank notes are assets 
urrency; since their goodness depends 
ipon the assets of the issuing bank. 
This is true of our own National Bank 
notes, since the bonds deposited in the 
Teasury as security for them are as- 
.ets of the issuing bank. So the dis- 
inctive feature of assets currency, as 
we use the term, is that ths bank it- 
-elf holds all the asests on which the 
goodness of the notes depends, instead 


depositing some part of them in the 


public treasury. The reason for lodg- 
ng a portion of them in the treasury 
s to guard against loss through, bad 
nvestment, fraudulent management, or 
obbery. These banking risks exist 
always and everywhere. Yet assets

The result has been that in no 
case of security have errors in issue 
been so common, or duplication and 
fraud been so widely carried on, as in 
municipal bonds. Besides the abun- 
dant opportunity for error in the pre- 
paration, and execution of bonds, the 
prevailing method, or lack of method 
of issue, is almost an invitation to the 
unscrupulous to duplicate parts of or 
entire usues. 


"The evidences of Federal obliga- 


tions are surrounded with safeguards. 
Corporations have long attained the 
same result in the issue of their se- 
curities through the instrumentality of 
the trust companies. 


"Municipal officials are beginning to 


realize the virtue of this protection, in 
che issue of their bonds." 


Cornelius A. Pugsley delivered an 


address on "Emergency Circulation" 
of which the following is an abstract: 


"It behooves the bankers of this 


country and tho legislative bodies of 
the country to prepare such an emer- 
gency currency as will take the place 
cf clearing-house certificates and re- 
lieve the distress which attends not 
only a great panic, but that resiilts 
from a demand for additional circula- 
tion in the moving of the corps and 
the undue contractions of the curren- 
cy resulting from the accumulations 
from customs deposited in the United 
States treasuiT, which, occur almost 
periodically each year. 


"Various plans have been evolved 


for the reform of the monetary sys- 
tem, and a number of bills have been 
introduced In congress during recent 
years for the purpose of giving greater 
elasticity to the currency. 


"I do not believe the American peo- 


ple are yet ready for an asset curren- 
cy, pure and simple, or for such a radi- 
cal departure in our currency system as 
is provided for in the Fowler bill. I 
believe, however, that an emergency 
currency engrafted upon our present 
system, might prove beneficial, and 
would also test .._e woking of an as- 
set currency, to which, we mi 7 have 
to .come when the government "bonds 
are no longer available as 
security. 


Svuui an emergency circulation, I be- 
lieve, might be had, if the present law 
should be amended, so as to permit all 
national banks lidding1 government 


as security for circulation to 


issue ten per cent, additional curren- 
cy on the aaiount of bonds deposited 
with the secretary of the treasury,

Upon reaching the washing room the 


celery is immediately phtccd upon a 
rack consisting of wooden slats over a 
large trough and subjected to a spray 
of cold water to cool it and to remove 
the soil. After washing it Is allowed 
to drain; then it is tied In bunches of 
twelve or more plants each, according 
to the size. The bunches are packed 
six in a box for first grade and eight 
or nine for second or third grade. 
These boxes should be practically air- 
tight, and a lining of paper should be 
placed in them before packing the cel- 
ery, or each bunch should be wrapped 
separately. The celery should be near- 
ly dry before it is placed In the boxeg 
and throughout the entire handling 
must be kept as cool as possible. The 
washhouse and its surroundings should 
b£ kept clean and free from any de- 
composing materials.

Several of the larger eastern growers 


now follow the plan of shipping in 
the rough. By this method onh" about 
two-thirds as many bunches can be 
placed in a car, but the expense of 
loading is greatly reduced. The celery 
is lifted from the field, a few of the out- 
er leaves are pulled off and the root is 
trimmed roughly,after which the plants 
are tied Iu bunches of twelve to four- 
teen each by means of common binder 
twine. These bunches are loaded upon 
a low wagon and hurried to the car 
before the celery has had time to be- 
come wilted.—"W. R. Beattie.

Hams and shoulders should be cured 


as soon as possible after the meat is 
cold, all through, 
riare them on a 


board or table in the cellar, skin side 
down. Make a mixture in this propor- 
tion: For every hundred pounds of meat 
tr.ke four pounds of the best fine salt, 
tv.-cj ounces of powdered saltpeter siud 
four ounces of brown sugar. Rub this 
well into the hams all over and push 
some into the hock cud around the 
bone.

As this is the time of the year to be 


considering plans for a good poultry 
house, one that Is durable, coinfvrtahlo 
a:id economical, a word along ;his line, 
we think, will not be out of order. We 
have in inind a poultry house we saw 
last winter. The poultry house in ques- 
tion wns between the ruihroud and 
dwelling bouse. AVe could very clearly 
see the dwelling house through the 
poultry house by reason of the cracks 
and openings iu the poultry house be- 
ing so prominent. \Ve venture to say 
before spring the owner was writing 
to some poultry Journal and inquiring 
of some neighbor that he knew was 
reading a poultry paper and had been 
successful with poultry in the past as 
to what was the cause of his hens not 
laying, giving a description of diseases 
that were attacking them. 


At another place we saw a poultry 


bouse that was good enough for a 
dwelling. There was enough extra and 
unnecessary expense on it to have built 
another good, comfortable house. Some 
breeders seem to have the idea that 
they must have a two or three hundred 
dollar house if they have been success- 
ful at some of the shows in securing a 
first prize and placing a value on some 
of their birds from $25 to §100. A 
twenty-five dollar house will protect a 
one hundred dollar bird just as com- 
fortably as a two hundred dollar house. 


On the other hand, some have the 


idea that most any old thing will do 
for chickens and never prepare for 
them; consequently they never receive 
anything in return. It would be very 
difficult to give a definite plan for a 
poultry house that would suit all poul- 
trymen and circumstances, as advan- 
tages and disadvantages of locations 
would necessarily call for a variation 
of plans. But the houses most gener- 
cftlly used among the average class of 
jwultrymen is the single aud double 
colony plan. "We have the double colo- 
ny and single colony, and to say which 
Is best is utterly Impossible, as both 
are good. 


For the double colony house we make 


them 10 by 36 feet, with a fourteen foot 
scratching shed In the center, which 
gives us a 10 by 11 foot house on each 
end. Roost poles are -placed in the 
east end, and nests, grit and charcoal 
boxes are placed In the west end. Wo 
say east and west end because we al- 
ways have our houses facing tho south. 
The studding in rear of building is 
eight feet, and the front "studding is 
twelve feet. This house can be built 
for $20, all finished up in good shape. 


The single colony plan Is just the 


same, only cutting off laying room on 
west end. The single colony we use 
principally for young stock in the fall. 
Those houses will be found the cheap- 
est of any houses built and are dura- 
ble. Fifty hens can be wintered in 
them with satisfactory- results. We 
never place more than fifty hens in 
them unless It is for a short time; then 
we sometimes place 100 hens or more 
In them, but for winter quarters fifty 
hens are enough. The roost poles in 
these houses are placed, about thirty 
inches above the floor.—J. C. Clipp in 
Poultry Keeper. 


Cut-ins: In Tickle. 


For curing them in pickle, which 


some prefer, though we do not, to a 
gallon of water take a pound and a 
half of salt, half a pound of sugar and 
half nu ounce each of saltpeter and 
potash. In this ratio the pickle can be 
increascO. to enough to cover any 
amount of pork. 
l'»oil together until 


all dirt rises to tho top and is skimmed 
off. When cold, pour it over the hams 
or pork, which may bu pickled in this 
way. The meat uiiisL be vrell covered 
by it and should not bo put down for 
ut least two days after killing, during 
•which time it should be slightly sprin- 
kled with saltpeter, which removes all 
the surface blood, leaving the meat 
fresh and clean.

Poaltry "Stepmothers." 


We used to think that we could raise 


young turkeys bettor when we hatched 
them under good old motherly hens 
than when we put them under the hen 
turkey. Xow the Maine Farmer comes 
out with the opinion of a poultry ex- 
port who saj's better and larger chick- 
ens can be raised by lotting the turkey 
hen hatch them out and care for them. 
Perhaps both were right, for wo think 
the old turkey often gives the young 
cues too much travel,__aad perhaps the 
hen docs not give the~~chickeus enough 
when they are forced to get their living 
on an open range. Domestication and 
breeding have reduced the propensity 
if not the ability of the hon for travel 
and catching insects, especially if sho 
and her parents were reared in limited 
yards, while the turkey Is many gen- 
erations nearer the wild conditions and 
likes to roam over many acres or, in 
fact, will not endure confinement at all 
only for a short time while fattening, 
aud then not in close quarters. It thus 
may be that chickens with tho turkey 
would range farther aud forage more 
than with the hon, thus growing more 
rapidly. But we still adhere to our old 
position, that wo can grow chickens 
bettor and faster in yards that are kept 
under proper sanitary conditions than 
they will grow If allowed to run at 
l.'.rsc with either their mother or the 
turkey hen.—American Cultivator.
